NEW YORK, Dec. 21.—The gov- 
ernment resorted to the Federal; 
court here today to bring about. a 
dismissal of the injunction .proceed- 
ings begun by the Commercial Cable 
Company and the Commercial Pa- 
cifie Cable Company against Post- 
master-General Burleson and New- 
comb Cariton to prevent govern- 
ment ownership of the cables owned 
by these companies. 
Harold Harper, an assistant Fed- 
eral attorney, filed a motion attack- 
ing the jurisdiction of the court be- 
cause the cables were taken over by 
President Wilson in furtherance of 
the war power conferred on hirh by 
Congress. 

Argument on Mr. Harper's motion 
was set for December 27. 
The charge that the seizure of the 
cables for the national security and 
defense was a mere pretext without 
‘substance or basis of fact, whatso- 
‘ever, Mr. Harper. maintained, was an 
allegation of bad faith on the part 
of the President and should be elim- 
inated as. “scandalous.” 
Contention of the cable companies 
that they are not provided with just 
compensation, the government re- 
plied, is manifestly unfounded in 
that Congress has provided for just 
comperteation and for the executive 
and judicial determination thereof 
without recourse to the courts. | 
The government also argued that 
the allegations concerning the pur- 
poses and intent of Mr. Burleson as 
to the method of operating the cable 
lines and validity under-the anti- 
trust act are “insufficient” In specify- 
ing any proposed unlawful act. More- 
over, the government asserted the 
allegations concerning the landing 4 
of complainant eables on terri- 
tories of forei nations and the 
complications likely to arise there- 
from have no relation to the validity 
of the possession of the cables .

“STRANGE DEVELOPMENT.” 

In his discussion of the freedom 
of the seas, the Senator called at- 
tention to the “strange development” 
in connection with the pending: naval 
appropriation bill, the advocaey by 
fkear-Admiral Badger of a pro- 
gramme calling for a navy as large 
as that of England by 1925. He 
said he thought he had favored 
building more ships than anyboty 
else, but that he never had contem- 
plated such a programme and did not 
ithink it necessary. 

“The only naval danger that we 
were obliged to consider in the past 
on the Atlantic coast has ceased to 
be. We need a powerful fleet In the 
Pacific, and I feel sure we will have 
a navy sufficient to furnish that fleet 
to the western coast.” 

Of suggestions that a great navy 
is needed for police duty in connec- 
] tion with the league of nations, the 
Senator said he would “not stop to 
ask who fF to order that navy about 
the world.” 

Mr. Lodge said he would be glad 
if the Senate debates on peace were 
supplemented by some definite reso- 
lutions expressing views on im- 

portant nts. 
HUNS UNCHASTENED. 

“Peace being our object, terms 
must be exacted which will make it, 
so. far as human foresight goes, im- 
possible for Germany te break out 
again upon the world.

“Are we prepared to allow any as- 
sociation of nations by a majority 
vote to order the troops and ships 
of the United States to go to war? 
Uniess we are prepared to do so, we 
are not prepared to join a league of 
nations which is going to enforce 
peace.” 

In urging postponement of the 
question of freedom of the seas, 
Senator Lodge said it was another 
undefined question, and added: 

“If it means abandonment of the 
belligerent right of blockade, I think 
the United States will hesitate before 
it abandons a weapon absolutely 


necesgary for its own safety. I can- 
not imagine that England would for 
a moment think of abandoning the 


belligerent right of blockade.” 
Discussing secret diplomacy, the 
Senator said this point of President 
Wilson's need not be incorporated in 
the peace treaty because secret treat- 
les never have existed and cannot 
exist in this couptry.

ENGINEER ANSWERS 
LONG BEACH PLAINT. 


TURNING OF AQUEDUCT WATER 
INTO LOS ANGELES RIVER 
DISCUSSED. 


Long Beach Harbor Commission- 
ers feel that they have a grievance 
against Los Angeles because aque- 
duct water, used at the river power 
plant, is eventually turned down the 
Los Angeles iver, and silt is ac- 
cumulating In the Long Beach Har- 
bor channel, necessitating dredging. 
Chief Engineer Mulholland, on the 
other hand, declares that if Los. An- 
geles did not constantly pump wa- 
ter out of the Los Angeles Revere, the 
norma] flow would be far in excess 
of the flow even with the added wa- 
ters from the aqueduct, 

A delegation from Long Beach, 
composed of George L. Hoodenpyl, 
City Attorney; Fred 8. Jones, Com- 
missioner of Public Work: Louis N. 
Whealton, and George P. Beck, IJr., 
Harbor Commissioners, appeared 
before the Board of Public Service 
Commissioners Friday, and  pre- 
sented their grievances. They de- 
clared that for the last sixty days 
‘silt has been deposited in the Long 
Beach channel. from the flow of the 
Los Angeles River, at the rate of 350 
cubic yards each twenty-four hours, 
and that recently it waa necessary 
to dredge out 156,000 cubic yards of 
silt in order to permit the fishing 
boat and kelp boats to reach the 
plants located on the harbor chan- 
nel. They asked that the aqueduct 

ter be diverted, or that Los Ange- 
Ge agree to join with Long Beach 
in the cost of keeping the channel 
dredged. 

Chief Engineer Mutholland stated 
that the rise in the river is due to 
the sertes of wet years, and that 
during the preceding eleven-year 


Angeles took 


all the water available’ be 


from the river: but that with the 
use of aqueduct water, the river is 
not pumped so extensively and the 
waters have been accumulating, thus 
ee the level and increasing the 


w. 
He declared that eighty-three sec- 
ond feet of aqueduct water is dis- 


| charged into the river bed, but that 


from 100 to 110 second feet are 
pumped out, so that if Long Beach 
received even the normal fiow of 
the river at this time, it would be 
getting from twenty to thirty sec- 
ond feet more water through the 
Los Angeles River than it now re- 
ceives. 

It is expected that eventually the 
flood control work will take the wa- 
ters of the Los Angeles River into 
a new channel] to the ocean, but in 
the meantime the problem of Long 
Beach is causing much worry among 
its officials, and further dredging 
will be necessary. No decision was 
reached at yesterday’s conference. 


WAR SERVICE BUTTON 
FOR SOLDIERS, PLAN. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Bronze 
buttons, appropriately inscribed, are 
to be furnished to every soldier who 
served with the American forces 
during the European war, to wear 
In his lapel after he returns to civil 
life. The equipment division of the 
General Staff has been directed to 
have several designs of service but- 
tons prepared for submission to the 
Secretary War. The buttons are 
expected to be similar in size to the 
Grand Army of ublic insig- 
nia. They will ciently dis- 
tinctive as not to ge confused with 
the decoration worn by men ° 
served in the Civil War, however.

GERMANY VOTES 
ELECTION CALE. 


Ballot for Convention. 
Regular Socialists Win After 
Day of Hottest Debate. 


Reds Defeated Overwhelm- 
ingly in Final Test.

BERLIN, Dec. 20 (via Copenha- 
gen.)——-Exactly at 6 o'clock, after 
a dey of the hottest discussion and 
much confusion, the conference of 


delegates of the Workers’ and 8Sol- 
dlers’ Councils voted that the elec- 
tion for the national convention was 
to be held January 19. This was 
done by the delegates rising from 
their seats. Some 400 rose to suUp- 
port January 19, only Independent 
Socialists, sbout seventy, remaining 
seated. Not even the most enthusi- 
astic adherents of the national con- 
vention such a splendid 
result. 

Chairman Leinert was just about 
ennouncing the result when suddenly 
a storm broke from certain purts 
of the gallery. 

“Shame, shame!” they cried, and 
“Cowards, we shall teach you a 
lessun yet. You are robbing the 
sme gg of the fruits of the revolu- 
tion.” 

Buth the hurrahs frorg the regular 
Socialists and the handclapping soon 
drowned the shouts of the Sparta- 


cides, who evidently predominated in| 


the gallery. The independents took 
their defeat very quietly, They had 
been absent from the session in one 
of the committee-rooms considering 
whether to face defeat or walk out 
from the conference before the date 
for the national convention could be 
voted. Happily, they decided to re- 
main, and this saved the situation. - 

Before the deciding vote was taken 
two other motions were placed be- 
fore the House, one introduced by 
the independents, fixing the dates 
of election for March 6, the second 
motion wanting February 16 re- 
tained as originally proposed by the 
people’s commissioners. Neither of 
these motions received more than 
one-fourth the vote of the 

CONCILIATION WINS. 

Later some more resolutions fixing 
the details for the national conven- 
tion and others pertaining to the 
Soldiers’ and Workers’ Council were 
| voted on. The satisfactory result of 
the selection today was due in a 
large measure to the conciliating 
agitation of the majority Socialists 
among the independents, who have 
been weakening right along in their 
opposition, but had their backs 
starched continually by a small but 
energetic number of fanatics, chief 
among whom its Ledebour. The m 
desperate efforts from without nae 
ing failed to break up the confer- 
ence, it was tried from within today. 

During the noon recess a small 
clique of Independent Socialists per- 
suaded their partisans to insist on 
holding a caucus at which to decide 
if the independents should not leave 
the house in a body, since they evi- 
dently had no chance of passing 
their resolution of adjourning the 
election for the national assembly 
until the end of March. 

When the conferences reopened 
the independents declared they 
would withdraw for a caucus, and 
asked that the decision of the na- 
tional convention ‘be discontinued 
until their return. The house voted 
against the .motion and 
pendents left for their committee- 
rooms. While they considered the 
next step to be taken, the lar 
Socialists remaining continu to 
debate the national convention. One 
delegate after another rose and had 
his say without any contradiction, 
the opposition being absent. 

The last orator was Scheldemann, 
who told the delegates the Soldiers’ 
and Workers’ Councils very plainly 
ff they continued in operation un-

“This announcement ig to be tak-

steamer'’s owners.” 

The 174 tank steamships were req- 
uisitioned by the government in 
October 1917 with other American 
ships and were used for various 
purposes, but chiefly for supplying 
naval vessels and. army transports 
with fuel oil from Mexico. 

Tt was further announced that Mr. 
Walker, Henry H. Little, Admiralty 
Counsel, and Frank 8. Martin, chair- 
man of the board of supervising en- 
gineers of the Shipping Board, had 
been named a committee to take the 
required steps to release the ships.

TWO FIRST THINGS. 


; I While the eyes of the world are focused 


on an ancient city of France, builded orig- 
inally as an abode of kings, but now a great 
forum of free peoples, it is well to keep in 
mind that the wheels of commerce and in- 
dustry at home must be kept moving while 
the League of Nations is forming. Not all 
the problems of the era of reconstruction 
can be sdlved by the Peace Conference at 
Versailles. The duties of the peace com- 
missioners are limited to writing a code of 
international laws that will guarantee to 
each people the right to govern themselves, 
freeing the world of political servitude and 
outlawing a recourse to armed force for the 
settlement of int tional disputes. Fach 
domestic problems 
after its own fashion. 

While the problems set up for the Ver- 
sailles conference are transcendent in their 
importance, their solution rests with the 
commissioners there assembled. Confident 
that no free institutions will] be sacrificed 
and that justice will prevail, we Americans 
must turn to the more immediate problems 
of sétting our own political households in 
order. We must not walk about with our 
eyes focused on France, like the legendary 
star-gazer, unmindful of the open ditch at 
our feet. The California Legislature will 
shortly be assembled and the electorate 
must remember that, if there is to be re- 
Hef from grinding State taxation and un- 
just election laws, sucif relief must be se- 
cured within the next three months. The 


| ils from which we suffer affect the tax- 


payers and not the politicians: so the 
movement for relief must originate outside 
State officialdom. 

Two crying injustices have been commit- 
ted by California politicians in their greed 
for personal aggrandizement; the one is 
an extravagant State administration whose 
cost is double that of the average <ommon- 
wealth and five times that of a number of 
American States, and the other is a freak 
primary election law that makes a mockery 
of representative government. The poli- 
ticlans are ndt greatly concerned about the 
high cost of State government: for it is 
on tax money that the politicians thrive; 
neither are y personally antagonistic to 
the present primary laws, for those in of- 
fice reached their present positions by way 
of the direct primary; but the discontent 
of the State at large over unjust laws has 
become so great that the party leaders rec- 
ognize that something must be done in the 
Way of remedial legislation. : 

Two political leaders of well-established 
probity, a Democrat and a Republican, have 
expressed themselves at length concerning 
the iniquities of the present primary laws. 
Their interviews appear on another page of 
The Times today.. They are well worthy the 
consideration of every citizen who desires 
to see economy and justice joined in the 
government of the State. Mr. Isidore Dock- 
weller is Democratic Nationa] Committee- 
man for California. He asserts that the 
present unfair and unrepresentative pri- 
mary laws have broken down party organ- 
ization in the State and are heading direct 
for political Bolshevism. He declares that 
party conventions are necessary in order 
that party solidarity can be preserved. He 
believes that American statesmen of all 
parties have been right in their dictum 
that party government is a prime essential 
of good government in republics, and he 
holds that every law which destroys party 
organization will lead eventually to gov- 
ernment disorganization and the triumph 
of the forces of greed and pillage. 


Tom Hughes has been identified 
with the movement for good govern- 
ment in California for almost a quar- 
ter of a century. Like Mr. Dock- 
weiler, he has never held a salaried 
political office, but has worked to 
secure the nomination and election 
of honest and able men, preferably 
of the Republican faith; but he has 
always put integrity and ability 
first. Mr. Hughes organized and 
managed the campaign for Gov. 
Stephens in Southern California; 
and the tremendous majority that 
the Governor received in Mr. 
Hughes's territegy is the best evi- 
dence of his good judgment and po- 
litical acumen. He asserts that the 
present direct primary law has been 
tried under the most favorable con- 
ditions and hag been found wanting. 
He says that a law which permits 
a candidate to run on more than 
one ticket in the primary is abhor- 
rent to good government and adds 
that the first duty of the new Leg- 
islature is to replace it with a law 
that will restore in some form the 
political convention, but with boss 
rule eliminated. The framers of the 
present law have taken to their cy- 
clone cellars to avoid the storm of 
wrath sweeping over the State and 
some form of modified primary law 


| is certain to be passed befara the 


Legislature adjourns. 

Still more tempestuous is the 
storm of indignation awakened by 
the excessive cost of government in 
California. Gov. Stephens has 
Pledged himself to the electorate 
that there will be a reduction of 
State expenses and a consolidation 
of commissions. Just how far this 
reduction and consolidation will ex- 
tend will depend upon the ‘measure 
of insistency of the taxpayers them- 
selves. It must be borne in mind 
that the politicians will not destroy 
the submarine craft that carried 
them into office; it can be shattered 
_ by forces outside the Legisla- 
ure.

SOLDIERS NEED NEW BOOKS 


Urgent Call to Remember Million Who 
be Abroad Long Yet. 


BY EVERE?PT R. PERRY,

Last month the most frequent 
question asked of workerS in the 
Library War rvice campaign for 
$3,500,000 was, “Why do you need 
so much money when the people 
gave you nearly 3,000,000 books in 
the spring?” iow that a new call 
for books has been made, the con- 
verse question naturally crops up, to 
be asked and answered frankly, 
“Why do you need gift books now, 
when the people gave you $3,500,000 
or more last month?” 

The answer to the present query 
ie clear, even though perhaps not 
qnite as obvious at first glance as 
was the situation when the Library 
War Service of the American Li- 
brary Association joined in the 
United War Work Campaign for 
$170,500,000, to which the country 


r. 
A brief review of the resuit of that 
book campaign of last April will 
help to clear up the present situa- 
tion. It fell far short of producing 
all the books needed, either in quan- 
tity or variety. At its maximum 
the total was less than one book for 
every man in service, scant allow- 
ance indeed for distribution to the 
hundreds of library stations of all 
sizes maintained at home and over- 
seas, and the circulation demands ot 
millions of voracious readers. 

The money campaign of Noverm- 
ber, in which the American Library 
Association was one organization of 
seven in the United War Work 
drive, was the next step in the serv- 
ice plan. It provided funds, for in- 
stance, for tremendous purchases of 
books required by the educational! 
plans for the army. It is recognized 
that however rapid may be the de- 
mobilization of the forces, many 
months of restlessness must pass in 
the process, with a presumptian that 
at least 1,000,000 men will be re- 
tained in the service in Europe for 
an even longer time. The army is 
to be a veritable khaki college, from 
which the men wil! emerge with dis- 
tinct gain. educationally speaking.

Dick, a beautiful red-breasted 
humming bird who, with Mrs. Dick, 
makes his home in an apricot tree 
in front of the tubercular ward at 
the Pacific branch, National Soldiers’ 


Home, just back of Sawtelle, has it 
pretty soft. Dick is fed by hand sev- 
eral time a day by Orderly Michael 
Charlies Haber- 
patiently spent 
months in training the tiny bird to 
come at their call. 

Mrs. Dick is of a more shy dis- 
position. She will hover around while 
her mate is being fed sugar water 
from a medicine dropper, and awaits 
the placing of her food on the crim- 
son flowers of a bush near by, when 
she will flit from blossom to Dbiqgs- 
som, supping up the treat.

Finally, the bird would answer to 
call, and alight on the hands of 
either Orderly Maw or Sergt. Haber- 
korn and take its food from a medi- 
cine dropper. . 

Then the two birds disappeared 
for weeks, but there was excitement 
through ward sixteen when some 
weeks ago it was announced that 
they had returned, They had not 
forgotten their training. Dick each 
morning awaits the appearance of 
either of the two men to get his 
breakfast. Mrs. Dick hovers discreet- 
ly near by until her portion is served 
on the bushes. Dick is fed several 
times day, and he proves a con- 
stant source of entertainment to the 
men in the tuberculosis ward.

Los Angeles Composer Gets Second 
Letter of Appreciation from 
American Commander. 


Jean de Chauvenet, Los Angeles 
composer, has received his second 
letter of thanks from Gen. Pershing.

LEGISLATURE TO GET PROPO- 
SAL FOR FIVE MILLION 
ROAD BUILDING PLAN, 


[BY A. P. CORRESPONDENCE.) 

ALBUQUERQUE, Dec. 13. — Ef- 
forts tg submit a women suffrage 
amendment to the State constitu- 
tion, to obtain immediate adoption 
of the national prohibition amend- 
ment and to revise the election law, 
especially along the lines of a modi- 
fied form of the direct primary, 
probably will be made at the com- 
ing session of the State Legislature, 
which will begin January 7, 1919, 
and will continue sixty days. 

Other legislation with fair chance 
of passage by the next Legislature 
follows: 

Stringent provisions for the en- 
forcement of the State-wide prohibi- 
tion amendment, which became ef- 
fective October 1, 1918. 

The establishment of a State de-

The establishment of a State de- 
partment of agriculture and statis- 
tics, which may include State im- 
migration and development. 

A “blue sky” law.

ISPITZBERGEN IS 
NO MAN’S LAND. 


Barren, Desolate, Cold and 
Without Law. 


Furnishes One of Problems 
of Peace Conference. 


Hun Philosophy of Might is 
Right in Practice. 


[From the Brooklyn Eagia} 

A land where highway robbery, 
murder and other high crimes and 
misdemeanors are perfectly legal, or 
at least are not unlawful, will be 
one of the problems that will arise 
to perplex the Peace Conference 
which wil hand down a decision on 
the late unpleasantness. This land 
is Spitzbergen, and acts which are 
punishable by death of imprisonment 
elsewhere in the world are not un- 
lawful there because there is no 
law. 

For Spitzbergen is in the truest 
sense of the word a “no man’s land,” 
not metaphorically so as was the 
deadly strip between the front-line 
trenches in France, but literally what 
Robert Lansing, Secretary of State, 
designated as terra nullius, a “no 
man’s land,”’ an international freak. 

This curiosity among the nations 
of the earth is not some islet in an 
isolated corner of the remote seas, 
but an island, or rather a group of 
islands, of vast extent, embracing 
50,000 square miles. Spitzbergen is 
400 miles north of Norway, and is 
about as desolate a place as can be 
found on the earth's surface. In the 
few sunny days of midsummer a lit- 
tle grass appears in the sheltered 
nooks, but for the greater part of 


preme. 

lt would seem that a peace confer- 
ence that has to settle the myriad 
questions growing out of the world 
war would devote precious little time 
to this group of ice-covered islands 
in the Arctic Ocean, but when the 
diplomats embark upon the question 
of their disposition they will have 
set sail on an unchartered sea, of 
international law, for the problem 
of Spitzbergen is without precedent 
and without parallel in the history 
of the world. 

HUNS TRIED TO STEAL IT. 

Germany, before she went out of 
the business of apportioning the 
world to suit herself, sought to steal 
@ march on the rest of the nations 
by Inserting a clause in the now de- 
funct Brest-Litovsk treaty dividing 
the control of Spitzbergen between 
Germany and Russia; In other words, 
Ziving it to Germany. When this 
clause came to light there was great 
indignation in England over this act 
of German presumption. For, until 
the signing of the Brest-Litovsk 
treaty neither Germany nor Russia 
had ever put forth any claim to 
Spitzbergen. Neither had England, 
for that matter, nor any other na- 
tion. Over Spitzbergen’s bleak wastes 
no flag hed ever waved. 

The remarkable history of Spitz- 
bergen began when the islands were 
discovered in 1596 by William Ba- 
rents, the Dutch explorer. The is- 
lands were covered with snow and 
ice and no nation conaldered it 
worth while to lay claim to such 
worthless territory. So, while visited 
occasionally by whalers, they have 
remained ownerless through four 
centuries while the powers of the 
earth have been scrambling for col- 
onies in fairer lanée. But if Spitz- 
bergen is so worthless as to remain 
unclaimed through al! the interven- 
ing centuries since Barents entered 
ts harbor, why should the Peace 
Conference, with its manifold trou- 
bles, be called upon to add this re- 
mote one to its list? The answer 
is that it has been found that. nest- 
ing under Spitzbergen's thick blanket 
of snow and ice are great deposits 
of coal, iron, pure gypsum, marble 
and oil-bearing rock. | 
An American company began the 
development of coal mines in Spitz- 
bergen about 1900. Other countries 
hastened to follow suit. Then the 
curious fact presented itself that 
Spitzbergen, belonging to no nation, 
and being without government of any 
kind, there was no such thing as 
private right of property there. Con- 
ditions as to ownership of property 
in Spitsbergen were just the same 
as they were in Europe in the Stone 
Age, when every man took what he 
could from his weaker neighbor. 
NONE WANTED SPITZBERGEN. 

Why, it probably will be asked, did 
not some nation raise its fag there 
and proclaim its sovereignty as is 
done when an uncharted island is 
discovered, as Columbus claimed 
American in the name of Spain? Be- 
cause, again quoting Secretary 
Lansing, the nations had so long 
acquiesced in the assumption that 
Spitzbergen was terra nullius that 
none of them had the hardihood to 
claim individual ownership. It 
was after Secretary Lansinz made 
that statement that Germany had an 
excess of hardihood and drew up the 
Brest-Litovsk treaty. After Ger- 
many’s action became known, 
land hurried a ship to Spitzbergen 
and raised the English flag there. 
England announces, however, that 
she took this action merely to offset 
the claim of Germany and that the 
disposition of Spitzbergen will] have 
to be made at the peace conference. 
But, reverting to preWar condi- 
tions, if capital was to be invested in 
Spitzbergen, capitalists must have 
some assurances of protection. As 
matters stood, any man who was 
strong enough physically could take 
anything of value he found in Sptfz- 
bergen, and there was no law In the 
world except the law of greater 
might that could punish him or say 
him nay. Something had to be done 
to remedy this impossible condition 
before Spitzbergen could be 
veloped, so a conference was called 
to meet at Christiania in 1911. Dele- 
gates from the United States and the 
northern states of Eusope @ttended. 
The outbreak of the war brough: the 
conference to an abrupt end. 

The conference had proceeded only 
far enough in its deliberations to 
develop the difficulties of the situa- 
tion, difficulties so extraordinary 
that Secretary Lansing discussed 
them in an 
American Journal of International 
Law. Speaking of the problem of 
the conference, Secretary Lansing 


said: 
LANSING'S VIEW. . 

“The situation is one that is en- 
tirely novel. The records of his- 
tory will be searched in vain for 
precedents. . . Since a similar 
state of affairs has never bejore 
arisen to perplex the statesmen of 
the world, there is no use seeking a 
solution in past examples. Indeed. 
so unusual! is the situation that com- 
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perience are entirely wanting, and 
the problem must be solved by a 
consideration of the fundamental 
principles underlying governmental 
institutions. It must be determined 
whether the nature of sovereignty 
admits the possibility of the exfst- 
ence of sovereign power on land 
without the existence of territorial 
sovereignty. Such a problem leads 
into the field of political philosophy, 
into an analysis of the abstract idea 
of sovereignty and into a considera- 
tion of its origin, extent and exer- 
cise.” 

It seems simple enough to appoint 
a joint commission of the Interested 
nations to control Spitzbergen. But, 
as Mr. Lansing points out, the ac- 
tion of such a commission would 
have no legal bearing on the citizens 
of nations which did not entér into 
the agreement. The commission 
would have the right to regulate the 
action of the citizens of the signatory 
nations, but not the citizens of na- 
tions which did not sign. The only 
way in which such a com mission 
could be given absolute and final 
power over every dispute that could 
arise would be to have the agreement 
signed by every nation on the face 
ef the earth. 

ENGLAND CHANGED. SPELLING. 
The problem, as has been said, is 
one for the peace commission, but 


one tangible result has come out of 
the discussion so far as England is 
concerned. On all maps and charts 
the name is spelled “Spitzbergen. 
England has adopted a new spelling, 
or rather, gone back to an old one. 
Some student pointed out that the 
name, which means “jagged moun- 
tains,” is really Dutch, and was orig- 
inally spelled ‘Spitsbergen. An 
examination of the old records hav- 
tng proved the correctness of the 
student’s contention, England has 
joyfully embraced the opportunity to 
strafe the German “2” and has gone 
back to the Dutch “s.” All Eng- 
lish papers now spell it “Spitsber- 


gen.”

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CONSTANTINOPLE, 
CITY OF ROMANCE. ¢ 


* 


Constantinople should soon be 
once more in the hands of the 
Christians! It is an epoch-making 
event, before which others that have 
been so characterized sink into in- 
significance. We are perhaps too 
near to it to estimate its world im- 
portance, and it is only when viewed 
from the point of the historian that 
its true perspective can be realized. 
What a history the city has had! 
Selected by the Great Constantine, 
nearly 1600 years ago, at the culmi- 
nation of a struggle between organ- 
ised Paganism and those who fought 
under the Christian labarum, Con- 
stantine made it the capital of the 
Roman world, called itt New Rome, 
and made Christianity for the first 
time the established religion of the 
Roman Empire. 

Two centuries later saw the New 
Rome with widely extended  in- 
fluence. Its great Emperor Justinian 
was codifying Roman law and build- 


ing roads and bridges. The city 
saw the present Hagia Séphia, the 
Church of Holy Wisdom, erected,, 
saw also the solid construction of 
bridges and of roads which brought 
the merchandise of India through 
to the Bosporus for dispersion to 
Western Europe. 

He and his ‘successors gave the 
Empire strength to enable it suc- 


cessfully to resist the great Arab in- 
vasions,. the first in 679, under 
Eyoub, the standard-bearer of 


Mahomet; the second, in 717, under 
Leo the Isaurian, when the noble 
walls, which still remain gloriousiv 
picturesque in their ruins, resisted 
the largest army which ever sat 
down before them. Our great Eng- 
lish historian, Freeman, was fond of 
reminding his countrymen that 
while they had heard of Charles 
Martel, and his defeat of the Moslem 
hosts at Tours, they knew nothing 
of the still heavier blow inflicted 
upon them twelve years earlier be- 
fore the New Rome. 
BULWARK AGAINST ASIA. 
Constantinople continued for cen- 
turies to be the strongest bulwark 
of Europe against the hordes of 
Asia. Weakened by these hordes 
and by civil war, it fell in 1204 be- 
fore the attacks of a great fili- 
‘bustering expedition, which, in spite 
of the protests of the great Pope 
Innocent III, stabbed it in the back. 
It was then, says Vilehardouin, the 


| great French Marshal, who was 
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present when it was captured, “ten 
times as populous as our Lord’s city 
of Paris.” 

After being occupied for fifty-four 
years by Latin so-called Crusaders, 
it was recaptured by the Greeks, but 
ite strength as the bulwark of Eu- 
rope against Asia was greatly dimin- 
ished. Yet for two centuries it 
continued to struggle against its new 
enemies, the Turks. During the 
next two centuries it sent forth hun- 
dreds of scholars and of artists into 
Italy, and thus contributed to the 
renaissance of Europe, a movement 
which, when followed up by the seri- 
ous scholars of the north, was fruit- 
ful in results—the teaching of 
Greek, the Reformation, the Novum 
Organon, and modern thought. 

In 1453 Mahomet, the second 
Sultan of that name in the Ottoman 
dynasty, captured it. The Greek 
Empire ended, Saint-Sophia became 
a mosaue, the Moslem the ruler on 
the Bosporus. 

THE DECADENT Cres. 

The city’s story from that day 
to the present is a long narrative of 
rapid decay, of decadence due to the 
incapacity of the conquering race, 
and of oppression augmented by dit- 
ference in race and religion. Con- 
stantine, the founder, and his suc- 
cessors, had crowded the city with 
works of art brought from Italy, 
Egypt, and Greece. Its churches 
were resplendent with silver and 
gold and wondrous silken hangings. 
It had been enriched by centuries of 
trade which passed its harbor on the 
great highway between the East and 
w 


est. 

When the first great blow was 
struck against it by the Crusaders in 
1204 its wealth far surpassed that of 
any other city in Europe. The 
plunder of its buildings was to be 
found in all western lands. Let me 
say in fairness to the Turk that 
though he destroyed many monu- 
ments and works of art he did less 
injury to the artistic treasures of 


the city than did the barbarous 
Crusaders, whom Innocent con- 
demned. Its population had been 


largely diminished between the Latin 
capture and the famous siege which 
gave it into the hands of Mahomet. 
In spite of the great efforts made 
after that capture to repeople the 
city by transporting Greeks and 
Armenians from other parts of the 
empire, and to regain for it its pros- 
perity, it never approached either 
the population or the wealth wh'‘ch 
it had possessed before 1453. 
RULE OF THE TURK. 

The rule of the Turk in his capt- 
tal during the last four centuries 
and a half has been a reflection of 
the history of Turkey during the 
same period. There ‘have been 
periods of frantic energy, followed 
by longer periods of lethargy. The 


Turk has never had an aptitude for 
commerce or even for agriculture, 
except in its most simple forms. His 
Christian subjects could have sup- 
plied that want, but he never trusted 
them nor they him. . 

Those who amassed money were 
squeezed so that when Chambers, a 
London merchant, was brought be- 
fore the Star Chamber under 
Charles, the accusation that he had 
said that not eten in Turkey were 
merchants more “screwed and 
wrung’ than ‘in London shows the 
reputation which Turkish misrule 
had a'ready acquired in our own 
capital. If that aspect appeared true 
to foreign merchants, the position 
of the Christian subject of the 
Grand Turk was still worse; for the 
foreigner had the protection of ca- 
Pitulatiens or treaties continued 
from pre-Moslem times, by which 
he was protected from such 
“squeezing” as drained the energy 
out of Greek, Armenian or Bulga- 
rian ruojects. fuch commerce as 
the city posgessed .was indeed due to 
the forel communities in Con- 
stantinople. The Turk had suffi- 
cient capacity to see that they 
brought merchandise and compara- 
tive wealth to th@ city. But the lot 
of the inhabitants other than for- 
eligners was always terribly hard. 
Foreigners had constantly to be on 
the alert in order to do business 
with the government. The native 
learned’ to practice guile and deceit, | 
,and became demoralized. No in- 
fluences in favor of honest dealing 
were open to him. His churches 
were in the hands of the Turk. Po- 
sitions in them were bought and 
sold, Preaching was forbidden, If 
anyone doubts whether the Chris- 
tlans were foully oppressed even less 
than a century ago he should read 
the volumes of Dr. Walsh, the Brit- 
ish Errbassy Chaplain during the 
twenties of last. century. 

TURK’S UAST CHANCE. 

That Constantinople continued to 
be a commercial city notwithstand- 
ing bad government was due to its 
incomparable position. The position 
maintained the city, not the people 
or the government. The Christians 
were voverty ctricken and almost 
hopeless, down to the time when 
Greece with the ald of Russia, 
England and France was set free. 
This liberation gave new hope to 
all the Christian races of the Bal- 
kan Peninsula, «s well as to those 
in Asia Minor end the capital. Your 
readers know the modern story of 
Serbia, still under bondage when 
Kinglske and subsequently Lord 
Evers'ey, who is still with us, passed 
through Belgrade. Rumania’s free- 
dom was obtained when the uncle 
ef the present King passed down 
the Danube under the disguise of a 
Mr. Kanfmann; and it was sealed by 
her own efforts and those of Rus- 


fended in 1878.

Local Translator from Original Greek 
Completes Twenty-Year Task.

After twenty years of arduous lag 
bor in his home, No. 2823 East Sixth 
street, A. E. Knoch, known to the 
religious and literary worlds as “A. 
E. K.,” has completed a translation 
of the greater part of the New Testa- 
ment from the first-century Greek. 
The work has been kept a secret and 
Mr. Knoch has been a practical 
recluse in his home, which is also 
his print shop, where he fashioned 
with his own hands the type which 
is to be used in publishing the new 


translation. 

Eariy in life Mr. Knoch decided to 
make a study of the great classics. 
He started with the Bible — and 
never laid Jt down for any other 
book. He has just published an in- 


original text from which the trans- 
lation is made, Mr. Knoch gaid,; “The 
Greek text used is based on the most 
ancient manuscript direct, not on 
copies of them... Science has come 
to our aid—it has given us photog- 
raphy. All of the Standard Greek 
text will be compared with photo- 
graps of the most valuable ancient 
manuscripts. The scriptures are 
founded on documentary evidence, 
not on the decrees of the church or 
the doctrines of theologists. Fore- 
most among the vast mass of manu- 
scripts are the leading so-called 
uncials. Before the ninth century. 
Greek was written in capitals. Hence, 
all early manuscripts are in capitals 
and iater documents in the so-called

Mr. Knoch yesterday said. “If Paul 
and Peter were to reappear today 
they wouldn’t be able to read their 
own letters if we should hand them 
a Greek Testament, but if we should 
show them a copy of a Green page 
of this translation they would fee! 
grateful and at home. They would 
be puzzled by the little. letter, the 
frills on top and the strokes. under- 
neath. Whence came all these little 
signs? They were added nearly 1000 
years after the apostles wrote, for 
various reasons, but they are not 
part of the inspired text. The page 
of first-century Greek is printed in 
characters such as were used by the 
inspired penmen. Perhaps our let- 
ters are a trifle heavier, that is all. 

“Sad to say, scholars are not in- 
fallible and there have been few in- 
deed who were not influenced by 
their training and associations and 
who were not hindered ig their work 
by confessions and» cteeds which 
were considered more important 
than the word of God. 

NEED CORRECT VERSION. 


“The American revisers, for in- 
stance, had a smal] minority among 
thern who could have done excellent 
work had not the majority been 
against anything which disturbed the 
venerable creeds which they repre- 
sented. It is time that the divine 
revelation, "which has been in our 
hands so long, should be given the 
consideration and scientific study 
which has yielded such rich results 
in the field of science. Just as we 
must get the facts of nature before 
reaching the results of science, so the 
facts of the scriptures must be clas- 
sified and arranged so as to be easily 
accessible to the humblest student. 
So a concordance of the holy scrip- 
tures takes each word of the origina! 
text and tells us ere and how it 
is used. Such a concordance must 
be in the original t ague and few 
know sacred Greek 


cus and the Codex Alexandrinus. 
Vaticanus, in the. Vatican library at 
Rome, is probably nearest to the 
original autographs of any that we 
have. The age of this old manu- 
ecript is attested by the form of its 
letters, simplicity of text and its 
freedom from punctuations, word 
separations, etc. The second great 
manuscript, called Sinditicus be- 
cause it was recently brought from 
a convent on Mt. Sinai by Tischen- 
dorf, Was deposited in St. Petersburg, 
where it probably still remains. The 
third manuscript, the Alexandrinua, 
a most acceptible help when the first 
two are not In exact accord, is found 
in the British museum and it is by 
far the greatest treasure in that vast 
repository of priceless antiquities. It 
is ealled Alexandrinus because it 
Wags supposed to have originated in 
Alexandria, being afterwards brought 
to Constantinople and from thence 
to London. Photographs of each 
page of the ‘New Testament’ may be 
seen by any one who will call at 
Roosevelt Hall, No. 730 South Grand 
avenue, on Sunday evenings.”

NO RELAXATION 
IN FLU FIGHT. 


Cases Fewer, but Vigi is 
Still Public Duty. 


With a decided reduction in the 
mumber of new cases of influenza 
reported for the week, and no 
motable gain in deaths, despite the 
large number of cases the previous 
week, the situation in Los Angeles 
fe regarded as extremely favorable, 
and, according to Health Commis- 
Stoner Powers, there is every indica- 
tion that the next few weeks will see 
Yapid and continued improvement. 

“Is the situation actually under 


' eontrol?” was asked of Dr. Powers. 


“The influenza epidemic will be 
wnder control when it is eradi- 
cated.” said the Health Commis- 
sioner. “We have been making ex- 
cellent progress in the eradication 
of the disease, but with approxi- 
mately 200 new cases a day reported 
and an influx of tourists that is es- 
timated at 1500 a day there must be 
mo thought of relaxing vigilance. 
I am optimistic over the situation 


and this feeling is justified by con- 


ditions today.” 

Yesterday's reports showed a to- 
tal of 273 new cases, with twenty- 
two deaths, ‘as compared with 269 
new cases and seventeen deaths on 
Friday. The total new cases for 
the week ending yesterday were 
2392 as compared with 4197 for the 
previous week and deaths week 
Were 139 as compared with 134 for 
the previous week. 

FATAL CASES FEWER. 

It was pointed out by Dr. Powers 
that the deaths during the last week 
Were among the 4197 patients re- 
ported during the previous week 
and the statistics indicate that the 

portion of fatal cases is decreas- 
to a marked degree. Since the 
influenza and pneumonia quaran- 
tine regulations -hecame effective, a 


total of 4467 tomes have been 
ovarantined, and of these, 1039 
Rave been released, leaving 3425 


hemes in quarantine vesterday. 
Recognition of the services of the 
murses in the city health department 
was given yesterday by the Municipal 
Nursing Commission, and the com- 
mission addressed a letter to Dr.

BATTLE STORY THRILLS. 


Stirring Account of Heroism of Southern 
California Heroes. 


Some thrilling incidents of per- 
sonal heroism displayed by the men 
of the Ninety-first Division in the 
Forest of Argonne during the clos- 
ing days of the war are contained 
in a letter from Battalion Sergeant- 
Major Thomas Harris, who was with 
many of the Southern California 
soldiers in the thickest of the fight. 
His account of the achievements of 
one lieutenant in particular is a 
stirring piece of war literature. 

“As we passed through these 
woods on the drive,” says he, “we 
came a wonderful sight. Sec- 
end Lieutenant L. Cockrum of the 
Three Haindred and Sixty-third In- 
tantry had about an hvur before, 
single-handed, captured five Ger- 
mans in a dugout and had sent thern 
to the rear. He then saw three 
more with a machine gun at the 
edge of the woods. He ran across 
the corner of the woods so as to 
meet them on the road at the cor- 
ner and he shot each of the three 
through the nead and also shot 
their messenger dog, but failed to 
ree a fourth German who was tratl- 
ing behind. The fourth one set up 
his machine gun and got the itieu- 
tenant through the right breast. it 
Was a story without words—a story 
that would bring tears from a stone. 
The fourth German abandoned his 
machine gun, which was still aimed 
directly at the lieutenant. 

“The first day of our drive we 
drove them about ‘fourteen kilos. 
German dead were living everv- 
where. All their wounded had been 
grabbed up by the retrsating. Ger- 
mans. We met machine gun resist- 
ance at every hill or cross-road ard 
the men at the guns had orders to 


fieht until killed—mary would, 
while many walked out and sur- 
rendered. 


“The Y.M.C.A. gave each man one 
sheet of paper and one envelope ves- 
terday. The mud upon iny writing 
paper is from the trench upon which 
Maj. Ward, Lieuts. Betterton, Gil- 
bert, Voderberg and inyself were 
sitting watching our bovs crawl, a 
rod at a time, over a hill against 


deadly machine gun and artillery 
fire when a seven-inch shell struck 
the edge of our trench anJ exploded, 
almost completely burying us. We 
were nearly deafened, but otherwise 
unhurt. 

“‘Shorty’ Morris of Tacoma, 
Wash., was blown to pieces just as 
we were getting ined up for relief. 
It was miraculous how any of us got 
through the barrage that the Ger- 
mans lafd down at the last minute. 
Regimental headquarters timed the 
shells—exactly 700 large shelis per 
minute for over an hour on our own. 
regiment. Billions of machine-gun 
bullets sang daily over our heads. 
Artillery kept up night and day, but, 
of course, our guns were not idle and 
the Germans have a much more 
grim story than we do to ‘ell. 

“IT never thought that I would 
have the nerve to take an overcoat 
and blanket from a dead German 
soldier, put it on myself and then 
lie down beside him and sleep, but 
that is exactly what I did one night, 
and many another Yank did the 
same thing. 

“We were under terrific fire for ten 
days and nights, pushed the enemy 
back seventeen kilos, but lost many 
men. Your letter was received one 
day too late to reach many of the 
old friends you mentioned. A par- 
tial list follows: Dead, Majs. Farwell, 
Ward and Miller: Capt. <. F. Smith; 
Lieuts. P. D. Smith, J. A. Long. 
C. R. Betterton (missing.) Sup- 
ply Sergeant Morris, Stearns, Gate, 
Ray.

4| TALKING OF LUBRICATION. 


ts xpert Tells What 


to Use and Where 


You Should Use It. 


In the course of these articles of 
mine I have emphasized once and 
‘again the vital importance of lu- 
| vrication in preserving the motor 
' car in its condition of efficient opera- 
| thon. Every car owner today under- 
' stands that lubrication is necessary,

Fer instance, just the other day I 
found a motorist of my acquaintance 
putting grease in his tranmission. I 
“bawled him out,” but in this day 

‘there ought not te be a car owner 
, in America who would do such a 
ching as putting grease in the gear- 

Grease when cold cannot flow 
bearings and in the gearset 
‘the gears simply cut a path through 
‘this nonfluld material and then run 
| dry. You might just about as well not 
put anything in the case as stuff 
it with grease. Another thing about 
grease, it has the characteristic of 
picking up dirt, grit or any other 
foreign matter and this wmilitates 
against its use in any part of the 
mechanism. If this is true in sum- 
mer, it is even more so in winter. 
In cold weather grease gets packed 
against the side of any case in 
which it is used, so that the parts 
intended to be lubricated do not get" 
a bit of it. 

A good many cars atill have 
grease cups for lubricating certain 
Parts. Even here this is a poor iu- 
bricant. In cold weather the grease 
gets hard, so that the cup cannot be 
turned down, and as a result no +lu- 
bricant gets to the bearing. If 1f 
were a car owner I wodid substitute 
oll cups for all or most of the grease 
cups on my vehicle. Oil cups now 
come of such generous size and are 
80 adjusted that they do not have to ' 
be filled frequently, which used to 
be the principal argument against 
them. There are, oil cups today 
made with a central wick feed that 
delivers the oil very slowly and 
the cups can be filled once in two 
Or three months, which js all that is 
necessayy. 

Of course, we have not yet got 
to a point where one lubricant will 
do for all parts of the mechanism. 
That is an idea! of the ft’ture, which 
we shall achieve some day, but not 
yet. In the transmission, rear 
a heavy oil is 
the proper lubricant to use. Other 
parte of the mechanism will get 
along best on ordinary cylinder oil. 
These two @rades of oil will pretty 
well také care of any car, as far as 
the lubrication of the mechanism 
goes. . 

Such places as the shackle bolts 
on the springs. the brake cross 


‘that may get into the of] does not 
find its way into the part bveing lu- 
bricated, since the oil moves by 
capiliary attraction, which cannot 
take up the heavy substance. 

The usual practice in the lubrica- 
tion of universal joints has been to 
use grease or graphite of some sort. 
The reason for this is that it is hard 
to keep ofl packed around the joint, 
because of the natural tendency ‘o 
leak out of any ordinary case. At 
the same time*the universals move 

at very high speed. They have an 
ardous function to. perform and they 
need the very best ‘lubrication that 
can be given them. Within the 
past year or so it has been found 
possible to lubricate the universals 
with ofl, fed with wicks. It is al- 
most impossible for the individual 
owner to make this change in the lu- 
brication arrangements of the uni- 
versals on his car. It is something 
that will have to be worked into the 
design of future cars and yet it has 
proved so satisfactory in the cases 
where it has been tried that no 
doubt we shall soon see it increasing 
in popularity. 

The question of improving lubri- 
cation is one that engages the atten- 
tion of the best engineering brains 
of the automobile industry. There 
have been ingenious attempts to 
solve the difficulty by the invention 
of bearings that do not require In- 
brication. Some of these are made 
of wood and others of metal. Inp 
the composition of all of them more 
or less graphite has been worked. 
This graphite acts as a lubricant and 
where the movement of the part is 
not too rapid, these self-lubricating 
bearings serve very well. They 
would certainly be better than 
grease cups that the owner so fre- 
quently never bothers to fill or turn 
down, 


problem that is engagfng the at- 
tention of the best engineering 
brains of the country, I meant pre- 
cisely that. I believe that we shall 
eee very radical improvements inthe 
whole lubricating system of the mo- 
tor car. If there is one operation in 
connection with the maintenance of 
the car that needa to be made fool- 
proof, it is the lubricating of all 
the many parte that require this at- 
tention. Yet lubrication is left en- 
tirely to the initiative of the own- 
er or of some careless garage ¢@:n- 
ployee. The ideal toward which we 
should strive is the car which is In- 
bricated throughout by the _ single 


shafts, and the universal joints, 
which used always to be cared 
for by a grease cup, are being fitted 
with of] cups and wick feed that 
supply gradual feed, produced by 
constricted passages, which permit 
the lubricant to seep slowly.

BATTERIES IN WINTER. 


Some Hints on Getting the Best Service 
with Least Trouble. 


The consensus of opinion among 
the big battery makers is that Amer- 
ican motorists are only getting about 
two-thirds of the service 


they need. 
waste amounts to many millions of 
dollars taken out of American mo- 
torists’ pockets every year. 

AS a matter of fact the care need- 


that the engine always 


sluggishly in cold weather,. the 


added care demanded by the bat- 
tery not only brings added efficien- 
cy, but it serves to extend the life 
‘of the battery, thereby adding 
money to the owner's bank account. 
In brief, the care needed by the 
battery may be summed up about 
as follows: It must be kept charged 


and the cells must be maintained to 
the proper level with distilled wa- 
ter. Not a very onerous task after 
all, especially when the immediate 
dividends returned are considered. 
But to insure continual maintenance 
of the battery it is necessary that 
these simple operations should be 
carried out systematically and at 
stated intervals. The trouble with 
most owners is that they fill the bat- 
tery up today, skip a week or two 
and then wonder why the battery 
begins to show early signs of de- 
terioration. 

The storage battery that is uni- 
versally used in automobile service 
today is commonly known as the 
“lead’’ type. This consists of a rub- 
ber jar in which a set of plates 
completely covered by a solution of 
sulphuric acid and water, of a spe- 
cific gravity of 1.80 at 70 deg. F. 
The plates are of two varieties, posi- 


to the direction of current flow 
through them. The current being 
generated in the battery leaves by 
the positive plates and returns to 
the battery through the negative 
plates. The positive plates are in 
the form of grids, filled with a com- 
position of lead peroxide, while the 
negative plates are filled with a spon- 
Sy composition of lead, varying in 
formula among the different manu- 
facturers, each one guarding his 
own formula as a trade secret. 

The average car owner probably 
does not realize that his storage 
battery works all the time. 
operation that takes place in the 
battery consists of an electro-chemi- 


the time. 
ing used the action is intensified 
but even when the battery is not be 
ing used the action is still going on. 
The operation within the battery 
takes the form of an action between 
the filling in the plates and the 
liquid solution or electrolyte, as it 
is commonly called. This is the 
reason why regular attention is so 
Vitally necessary. Even if your bat- 
tery has been lying idle for a month 
the chemical action has been go- 
ing on inside it and the care needed 
must be given it or trouble follows. 
The action between the electro- 
lyte and the plates generates elec- 
tric current, and in doing so creates 
a certain amount of heat. This 
tends to hasten evaporation of the 
fluid. As the liquid level drops and 
part of the plater are exposed to the 
air, the heating is accelerated and 
soon the grids are warped, the sep- 
arators fa!l out, the lead composi- 
tion crumbles, short circuits take 
place, and soon the battery is en- 
tirely ruined. 

One of the by-products of the 
chemical action in the battery !{s a 
substan-e known as lead sulphate, 
which ts deposited on the plates. 
This substance takes the form of a 
white salt, and as the deposit grows 
the electrolyte gets weaker. The 
fact is the acid in the solution has 
been driven out in the form of lead 
sulphate on the plates. It happens 
also that ae the deposit of lead su!l- 
phate grows it is harder for the 
electrolyte to act on the plates. Thus

It will often be found that the 
epecific gravity of the @ifferent cells 
of the battery differs a fraction of @ 
point. This variation is natural and 
need cause no alarm. If one of the 
cells develops a chronic tendency to 
show a lower level of fluid than its 
fellows it may be assumed that the 
jar is cracked and must be re- 
placed. In cases where some of the 
battery solution has been spilled, the 
amount must b. made up by fresh 
mixed solution, since both acid and 
water have been lost, but in replac- 
ing for evaporation only plain dis- 
tilled water is all that is needed, 

On medern cars provision is made 
for chirging the battery as the car 
runs. When no generator is in- 
stalled it is necessary to have the 
battery recharged from an outside 
rource It sometimes happens 
jthat the chargine rate as provided 
in the system installed on the car 
is not quite right for the service 
that the owner demands of his car. 
Thus, one owner may run a good 
deal at right and use his lights for 
lengthy periods, while running lit- 
tle by day. The result is that thé 
battery is undercharged. On the 
other hand, a second owner may g6el- 
dom use his car at night and may 
not call on his starter often, with 
the result that the battery is over- 
charged. It is a simple matter 
after the car has been in ordinary 
service for a short time to get the 
charging rate just right for the use 
to which the vehicle is to be put. 

Whe. the lamps burn dimly in 
spite of the fact that the battery 
fluid is up to the proper level, it ts 
a sign that the electrolyte is weak, 
and the motor. should be run idle 
for a few minutes. When the bat- 
tery suddenly loses its pep in spite 
of having been = recently charged, 
look avd see if a couple of cells 
have not “died” from some cause— 
neglect perhaps. If the battery dis- 
charges with undue rapidity, the 
logical ossumptien is a drain from 
the outside, a short. When cells 
break repeatedly it probably means 
that the batterv is badiv mounted 
and the jars of travel are causing 
the breakage. 

With jvst a little not difficult care 
we can all of us make our batteries 
last longer and give better service 
while they are with us. Surely it ts 
worth doing.

LIBERTY MOTOR DESIGNER. 


M an Who Built Famous Airplane Engine 
Back to Civil Life. : 


Commended by the President of;ing principally to size and to factor 


the United States for his services to 
America in time of national need, 
and vindicated on all his acts in the 
speedy production of a military 
aviation engine for the United 


‘States forces, Lieut.-Col. Jesse G. 


Vincent has received an honorable 
discharge from the army and has 
returned to take charge of Packard 
engineering, the work, he left in 
June, 1917, to enter government 
service. 

“The President believes that the 
two gentlemen concerned. Lieut.- 
Col. George W. Mixter and Lieut.- 
Col. J. G. Vincent,” says an execu- 
tive announcement made public at 
the White House on December 3, 
“were entirely innocent of any im- 
proper or selfish intentions, that their 
guilt was only technical, and that 
their services to the * government, 
which have been of the highest value 
and of the most disinterested sort, 
deserve a cordial recognition.”

Mr. Vincent went to Washington 
May 27, 1917, to submit to the Air- 
craft Production Board the drawings 
and parts of an aviation engine that 
he and his staff had just completed 
as the crowning dévelopment of an 
effort to which the Packard com- 
pany had devoted more than two 
years and $400,000. It was the third 
in a series of twelve-cylinder engines 
designed for just the emergency that 
had arisen with the declaration of 
war—a military engine for the 
projected American aircraft service.

Au- 
gust 15 Mr. Vincent resigned the 
Packard vice-presidency of engineer- 
ing to be com .nissioned as a major 
in the Signal Corps. In March, last, 
he was promoted to Ileutenant- 
colonel in the aircraft service.

In the past, the practice of steaming 
or cooking garbage has been considered 
necessary to destroy disease germs and 
eliminate detrimental products of decompo- 
sition. But from Food Administration inves- 
tigdtions the process of cooking ordinary 
mixed garbage makes it actually less suit- 
able as hog feed than raw garbage. 


Cooking, it is declared, tends to cause cer.) 


tain impurities such as soap and the acids 
in citrous fruit skins to spread through all 
the garbage, making it less palatable and 
even injurious. Cooked garbage thus leaves 
the hog no opportunity to exercise his 
natural power of selection in choosing the 
nutritious portions and leaving the rest.

| ADVANCES MADE THIS YEAR BY 


THE GREAT AGRICULTURAL ARMIES. 


OW American farmers responded to 

the food needs of the United States 

and the countries with which it was 
associated in the war is described in detail 
in the annual report of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, David F. Houston, just made 
public. 

For wheat and wae leading cereals and 
for potatoes, tobacco and cotton, farmers 
in 1918 planted 289,000,000 acres, an in- 
crease* over the preceding record year of 
5,600,000. It is especially noteworthy, the 
secretary points out, that, while the acreage 
planted in wheat in 1917 was slightly less 
than that for the record year of 1915, it 
exceeded the five-year average (1910-1914) 
by 7,000,000; that the acreage planted in 
1918 exceeded the previous record by 3,500,- 
000; and that the indi@ations are that the 
acreage planted during the current fall sea- 
son will considerably exceed that of any 
preceding fall planting. 

FOOD SUPPLY GROWS. 


Notwithstanding adverse climatic condt- 
tions in 1917, especially for wheat, and in 
1918 especially for corn, the secretary re- 
ports that only 1915 has exceeded either 
1917 or 1918 in the aggregate yield of wheat 
and other leading cereals. 

“The estimated total) for 1917,”ehe ex- 
plains, “was 5,796,C00,000 bushels and for 


1918, 5,638,000,000 bushels a decrease of ap-

tions and permitting raw garbage to be fed

Perhaps there 
is food for thought for the officials of Los 
Angeles in this Iowa plan. 

DATES FOR SAILORS. 

Tons of dates, the crop grown by the 
United States Department of Agriculture in 
the date-testing gardens at Indio and Mecca, 
Cal., will be supplied to the Navy Depart- 
ment for the use of crews on board destroy- 
ers. In supplying these dates to the Navy 
Department the specialists of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will obtain valuable 
data on the keeping qualities of the varie- 
ties being tested, as well as on the effect 
of the different maturation processes and 
methods of packing used in preparing the 
dates for shipment—information that will be 
valuable to the rapidly developing date in- 
dustry in the Southwest. The dates, a con- 
fection rich in sugar, the department spe- 
cialists say, are of great value as a concen- 
trated food.

Turning to live stock, the secretary notes 
that the number of pounds of beef for 1918 
is given at 8,500,000 pounds, as against 
6.079,000,000 for 1914, the year preceding 
the European war; and that the total for 
1918 of beef, pork and mutton is given at 
19,495,000,000 pounds as against 15,587,000, 
000 pounds for 1914, 

VALUE INCREASED. 

On the basis of prices that have recently 
prevailed, the secretary says, the value of 
all crops produced in 1018 and of live stock 
on farms on January 1, including horses, 
mules, cattle, sheep, swine and poultry, is 
estimated to be $24,700,000,000, compared 
with $21,325,000,000 for 1917, and $11,700,- 
000,000, the annual average in the five-year 
period 1910 to 1914. This greatly increased 
financial showing, the secretary explains, 
does not mean that the nation is better off 
to that extent, or that its real wealth has 
advanced in that proportion. Considering 
merely the domestic relations, the true state 
is indicated rather in terms of real commo- 
dities. The increased values, however, he 
says, do reveal that monetary-returns to the 
farmers have increased proportionately with 
those of other groups of producers in the 
nation and that their purchasing power has

HERE is probably no 
elastic in its solution than that dealing 
with the relative value of fowls. We 

read of show-room specimens bringing wha x 
seems excessively high prices, and then 
again we all know of sales in the market- 
place that are correspondingly low. It all 
depends on What you are aiming for. A 
show-room bird possesses the same relative 
values to the fancier and sportsman that 
fast horses do to a Robert Bonner, or choice 
works of art to a Pierpont Morgan. The 
gratification of one’s love for the beautiful 
and exceptional is the gauge that sets the 
price to the lover of beautiful birds much 
as it does to the lover of art in rare and 
beautiful objects. Hence when you read of 
a bird bringing $50 or a pen $250, just bear 
in mind that the sum represents what the 
huper is willing to pay. If he wins with the

practical lines. Here the figures vary from 
$3 and up for males, and $2 and up for fe- 
males. Quality cuts some figure, not only 
as to product in hen fruit and carcass, but 
also from a breeding point of view. Birds 
that have been carefully bred and managed 
by their owners, thus breeding reasonably 
true to type and color of plumage, with 
gvod economic values as producers, possess 
a value peculiar to a strain on which other 
specimens of the same breed may be shy, 
though appearing to the general observer 
to be equally as good. Breeding stock from 
such a recognized strain may well be worth 
$3 and up for females, and $5 and up for 
males. Eggs for hatching should be worth 
at least $2.50 for thirteen, and day-old 
chicks 30 cents each. These suggestions 
have nothing to do with market poultry, 
which is purely a matter of prevailing con- 
ditions. 

In a country which is still largely in its 
period of development, it is reasonable to 
expect many changes in all lines of rural 
activity. To no business does this apply 
more forcibly than to poultry culture. The 
man owning a poultry ranch today is poss!i- 
bly running a grocery store six months 
later, or has left the country for other pas- 
tures green. Thig constant changing throws

It goes without saying that the progres- 
sive poultry breeder and fancier has no pa- 
tience with other than pure-blooded fowl]; to 
his way of thinking a mongrel! bird is not 
only a monstrosity but an abomination fit 
only for a chicken fricasee. Yet in spite 
of this, every once in a while some fellow 
with “chicken on the brain” breaks into 
print with a story extolling the economic 
values of mongre!] hens. The matter might 
be passed over, were it not for the fact that 
here and there a beginner in poultry culture 
may be led astray. It is the practical ex- 
perience of all who are conversant with the 
poultry industry that better results in eco- 


at more reasonable prices; that hen fruit is 
sure to command good prices for some time 
to come; and that the poultry exhibitions 
will forcibly call attention to the attractive- 
ness of good stock, Under these somewhat 
alluring circumstances, people will be at- 
tracted to the poultry business. 


And right here we want to put in a warn- 
ing. To grow poultry for a living is a bual- 
ness and not a side issue; it requires capi- 
tal, experience and a continuity of purpose 
quite as exacting as any other line of busi-

It is not,our 
purpose to enlarge on these factors of a suc- 
cessful poultry plant, but only to call atten- 
tion to the fact that they are essential, and 
require capita] in their acquisition. When 
it comes to purchasing foundation stock care 
should be exercised to secure fowl of stand- 
ard quality and recognized economic values. 
The hen is a machine, and unless she is a 
goodly producer profits are hardly possible. 
Something must aiso be allowed for cost of 
development and maintenance until the plant 
becomes established. If land is to be pur- 
chased, it is fair to assume that a capital of 
some $3000 to $5000 is little enough: if 
rented. with some improvements in the way 
of a house and poultry fixtures, a smaller 
sum may take an industrious and economi- 
cal person over the grade. In any event we 
want to see the poultry business develop 
along safe and sane lines, which means that 
those who engage in it shall not only find it 
congenial but profitable.

admitted that in the first generation the 
product of cross-breeding often produces ex- 
ceptionally good laying hens. This holds 
good, however, only for the first generation; 
to breed for any length of_time from mon- 
erels is to have the quality and productive- 
ness deteriorate rapidly. When it comes to 
selling breeding stock of crosses, there ts 
practically no value, while for exhibition 
purposes it commands no recognition at all. 
But even for practical purposes, we can 
see no material advantage in cross breeding, 
though we have known of instances where 
ranchers make it a practice to mate mon- 
grel hens to thoroughbred cocks, of different 
breeds, every season, claiming that the off- 
spring are hardy and that the hens invartl- 
ably average well as good layers. Even so, 
we still maintain that the same and better 
results are always possible with pure- 
blooded fowl! of any of the Standard breeds. 


| Then why monkey with runts and mongrels? 


Tersely stated, we doubt if there ever was 
produced a cross the good qualities of which 
are not paralleled in one of several pure 
breeds. The breeder who plays with crosses 


practically throws away one-half of his |. 


chances for profit; for practically it costs no 
more to raise a pure-blood than it does a 
cross. And while it is true that there are 
times when pure-blooded fowl! has to be dis- 
posed of at market prices, it is also true that 
mongrels never sell for any other purpose— 
no one buys breeding specimens nor exhibi- 
tion birds other than pure breds. Crosses 
in solid colored varieties, such as White Leg- 
horns and White Minorcas, or Black Lang- 
shans and Black Orpingtons, ts bad enough, 
as the offspring will not be true to type of 
either parent: but when crosses in part! 
colored breeds are resorted to, the “get” is 
certainly varied, and calculated to produce 
a brain storm in the lover of the beautiful 
in bird life. And when the practical values 
can always be paralleled in the pure bloods, 
why produce monstrosities and abomina- 
tions at all? 

There may be some excuse in crossing cer- 
tain breeds for meat purposes, such as Cor- 
nish and Dorking, but that is purely a mat- 
ter subject to personal taste and opinion.

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[SOME OBSERVATIONS ON HAIRY 


PERUVIAN ALFALFA GROWING. 


MONG alfalfa growers there has been 
considerable discussion during the 
past two seasons regarding the mer 

its of the new variety of alfalfa known as 
Hairy Peruvian. In an effort to ascertain 
just what are the merits claimed for this 
new variety the writer has interviewed as 
many farmers who have tried it as he could 
locate and has tried to obtain the most re- 
liable data available regarding this variety. 
But first something as to its resemblances 
and differences from the varieties now so 
commonly grown: 


_“ The young plants differ but little from 


other alfalfas, but as they approach the cut- 
tine stage they differ from common alfalfa 
in a number of ways. They have fewer 
stems per plant and are less branching. 


‘They grow taller and stand more upright. 


The stems are larger than those of common 
alfalfa, especially when the stand is thin. 
The character which most distinguishes 
this variety from the others is the hairi- 
ness of the entire plants, especially in the 
adult stage. The ha are somewhat 
sparse at the base but the number increases 
on ascending the plant, so that at the top 
both the stem and leaves are covered with 
a dense growth of fine hairs. The veins of 
the leaves are of a somewhat whitish color, 
and serve to intensify the grayish green ap- 
pearance of the plants. 


Hairy Peruvian alfalfa is easily distin- 
guished from, other varieties crowing adja- 
cent, both by the hairiness of the plant and 
by the gtayish green color which it displays 
when seen ot a distance. The common va- 
riety is quite smooth except that it has a 
few hairs near the top. When viewed at a 
distance the common alfalfa has a greener 
appearance and even when aileyways sepa- 
rate the two varteties it tis easy to distin- 
guish where the one begins and the other 
leaves off. Hairy Peruvian hd@y, also, is 
sald to have a characteristic grayish or 
“musty” color, but where it has been cut 
from flelds having thick stands, this grayish 
color is not so apparent, owing to the fact 
that the plants have very few hairs. except 
at the top, when the stand is thick. 

Hairy Peruvian alfalfa was introduced 
from Peru into the United States bw the 
Department of Agriculture about the year 
1899, and although ft has been grown in an 
experimental way in various places in Art- 
zona and California since that time. its 
acreage unti! the last year or two was tom- 
paratively small. The last two or three 
seasons, however, have seen ua widespread 
planting to this variety, largely because of 
the availability of ample seed supflies as 
well as a judicious advertising campaign. 

But what are the qualities which make it 
superior to common alfalfa varieties fa- 
miliar to all of us? First and foremost is 
its ability to grow in relatively cool 
weather. It has been shown by careful ex- 
perimentation that Hairy Peruvian alfalfa 
will grow when the temperature is as low 
as 49 deg Fahr., while the common va-

riety does not begin to grow appreciably 
until the thermometer reaches about 58 
deg. This ability to grow at temperatures 
considerably lower than the common varie- 
ties, does not necessarily mean that Hairy 
Peruvian is a hardier variety than those 
now in common use. In fact the very op- 
posite is true, for when planted in regions 
where the winter temperature falls below 
10 deg. Fahr., the plants winter-kill badly. 
and therefore cannot compete with the 
common varieties in such regions. 


GROWS HERE YEAR ‘ROUND. 


Bven in the lower irrigated valleys of 
Arizona and California, Hairy Petuvian has 
demonstrated its ability to make some 
growth throughout the winter, and cuttings 
have been secured as early as February 15, 
a height of two feet having been attained 
by that time. Hairy Peruvian alfalfa also 
recovers very quickly after cutting and is a 
vigorous grower, so that a few days less 
time is required for each cutting of this’ 
variety than is the case with common al- 
falfa, excepting during summer months 
when the difference is practically negligible. 
In the fall when cool weather begins, this 
difference in growth is again shown, and as 
winter months approach, the growth of the 
common alfalfa is almost entirely checked, 
while that of the Hairy Peruvian is rela- 
tively more active throughout the winter. 
Its growth during winter is, of course, not 
as rapid as_in the late spring and early fall. 
Occasionally, in December and Jannary 
when the temperature falls below 49 deg. 
Fahr., its growth is temporarily checked, 
but in no case have the winters of Southern 
California been cold enough since its intro- 
duction to stop permanently its winter 
growth or kill the plants. 

It is upright in habit and few stems .are 
left after each cutting. Stockmen have 
pastured this variety to a very limited ex- 
tent through the winter, but usually good 
results are not secured in this way as the 
plant is somewhat handicapped in its early 
spring growth, being considerably weak- 
ened by the continual winter grazing. , It 
never makes as rapid growth in the spring 
after it has been wintef-grazed as where 
it has been permitted to grow, so that the 
total annual yield of hay secured where 
grazing is practiced is considerably less 
than where no grazing is allowed. How- 
ever, where green pasturage is an impor- 
tant item, rather than total yield®, this va- 
riety will perhaps serve the purpose better 
than any other. 

A HEAVY YIELDER. 

The second big reason why farmers pre- 
fer Hairy Peruvian ties in the heavy yields 
obtained. As a result of its growth during 
the cooler parts of the year, Hairy Peruvian 
alfalfa has uniformly produced greater 
yields than any other variety that has been 
grown in comparison with it. At least one 
more cutting, and, in some cases, two more 
cuttings have been secured than from ordi- 
mary alfalfa growing adjacent and under 
similar conditions. Experiments with 
Hairy Peruvian alfalfa grown in competi- 
tion with seven other varieties at the Ari- 


zona Experiment Station have shown the 
marked superiority of Hairy Peruvian as 
witness the following table:

Hairy Peruvian alfalfa should not be al- 
lowed to go as far toward maturity as com- 
mon varieties before cutting. The proper 
time is when about one-third of the plants 
are in bloom. This practice not only results 
in at least one more cutting per season and 
therefore a heavier yield, but also gets 
around a tendency possessed by this variety 
to become woody if allowed to stand too 
long. If cut at the right time the quality of 
the hay ts in no way inferior to that of ordl- 
nary varieties, a prejudice some growers 
have against this variety. 


REQUIRES MORE WATER. 


Many farmers have the erroneous idea 
that Hairy Peruvian alfalfa is a drought re- 
sistant variety. There is no evidence thal 
this is the case. Indeed it would seem that 
‘the opposite is true, the variety requiring 
slightly more water than common varieties

There are other -rea- 
sons for this thick planting. It has been 
found that when Hairy Peruvian stands 
very densely on the »s the stems do not 
grow so large nor do they become so woody 
before cutting time. When grown in dense 
stands, only the tons of the plants have any 
great amount of hairiness. About fifteen 
pounds of seed of common alfalfa are sown 
to the acre. With Hairy Peruvian at least 
twenty pounds per acre should be sown as 
this will give a thick stand in the begin- 
ning, and as the plants gradually thin out 
from year to year, a good stand will be in- 
sured even after the plants are several 
years old. It is important to guard against 
poor standg with this variety because any 
vacant space will not be taken up by the 
production of an extra rumber of stems. 
Unoccupied space will be taken up by weeds 
which will serve both to reduce the yw 
of hay and also the yield, especially of the 
early spring cuttings. 

Some confusion exists in the minds of 
farmers regarding the status of a so-called 
new variety known as “smooth” Peruvian, 
which hag been introduced since Hairy a4 
ruvian became known. The “smooth” Pe 
ruvian is but another name for alfalfa of 
the ordinary type coming from Peru, Argen- 
tina and other South American countries. 
Tests at various places have shown that 
this type is distinct from the true, or Hairy 
Peruvian alfalfa, and that they are little or 
or no better than our common alfalfa. It is 
the opinion of some growers that this 
“smooth” Peruvian strain originated by 
crossing Hairy Peruvian alfalfa with com- 
mon alfalfa planted nearby.—H. W 


“NICOTINE OLEATE.” 
Through the combining of nicotine and 
oleic acid, a new contact Insecticide termed 
“nicotine oleate” has been produced, accord- 


ing to the State Horticultural Commission. 
It is soluble in soft water and forms a soapy 
solution that may be used to emulsify an 
animal, vegetable or mineral oil. In cer 
tain. tests two and one-half quarts of a 40 
per cent. nicotine solution were combined 
with one and three-quarters quarts of com- 
mercial oleic acid to make one and three- 
quarters gallons of “nicotine oleate.”

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"PEA "PODS FROM CANNERIES PUT 
UP AS SILAGE BY DAIRY FARM. 


BY H. A. CRAFTS. 


HOREACRES is one of the big dairies of 
Alameda county. It is situated in South 
San Leandro, on the eastern shore of 

San Francisco Bay. 

Its acres number 600; its cows are repre- 
sented by a similar number. Its entire 
milk product is whole, and supplies all 
the hospitals In Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco. 

Shoreacres Dairy makes a specialty of 
' gilage, and feeds out a very large quantity 
of this class of fodder. Its pecullar char- 
acter of silage and its treatment are ex- 
tremely interesting. A large proportion of 
this material consists of green pea pods. 

As it happens, the dairy is located in the 
immediate neighborhood of Alameda 

unty’s large cannerics, and from these 
it obtains jts pea poas. In fact, it has 
standing contracts with two of the largest 
canneries ty take their entire output wf 
pods. - 

The peas are all hand-picked and are 
conveyed to the canneries where they are 
shelled by machinery. The pods are deliv- 
ered to the dairy people at the canneries, 
and are taken to the dairy in wagons and 
trucks. Of course this all occurs in the 
months of May and June, the green pea 


season. 
silos consist of a batte of 
four big reinforced concrete towers. 

have a combined capacity of 2000 tons of 
pea-pod silage, or about 1450 tons of ordil- 
nary silage. 

A HEAVY SILAGE, 

Pea pods make very heavy silage, and as 
they pack very solidly, a silo will hold a 
large tonnage of them. In fact pea pods 
are too heavy to be blown into the silo 
with an ordinary blower, and therefore 
must be lifted by a chain and bucket lift; 
the lift being operated by an electric motor. 
Tt is a very busy time at the Shoreacres 
Dairy during the pea-pod season. The pods 
are carted in from all directions. They are

Sometimes as 
many as six mren are pitching at once 
when the lift is running full speed. 

Up in the roof of the tall silo the lift 
discharges into a large wooden box which 
is supplied with two branching spouts, and 
an alternating board stop, so that the direc- 
tion of the delivery may be changed at 
pleasure. 

These spouts discharge, in turn, directly 
into the silo beneath, and also upon a mov- 
ing conveyor, which in its turn discharges 
into the silos on each flank of the recelv- 
ing box. 

The pea pods being so green and heavy 
with natural moisture, they need neither | 
the addition of extra moisture nor the or- | 
dinary treading down, as do other classes 
of silage; they merely need to be spread 
around in the silo, and the general mass 
kept level. 

GOOD WINTER FEED. 


This pea-pod silage makes efvellent dairy 
feed. It is very sweet and succulent, and 
especially adopted to wiater feeding. 

As is the case with all silage, the cow 
must be taught to eat it. She may refuse 
it at first; but a quantity is kept constantly 
before her while feeding and the anima! 
soon takes to it, both from its seductive 
smell, and the fact that her companions are 
eagerly partaking of it. 

About thirty pounds 0: pea-pod silage is 
fed to each cow daily, in two feeds. Be 
sides this, between five and twelve pounds 
of rolled barley is fed to each animal daily. 
Then the cows are given all the alfalfa hay 
they have a mind to eat in addition to the 
other ratiotis mentioned. 

Not enough pea pods are produced in the 
neighborhood to provide all the silage re- 

quired at Shoreacres Dairy; so the dairy 
people produce their own crop. This is 
composed of corn and oats and vetch, the 
last named being in conjunc- 


These crops are sve on the same 
land, in two cuttings per year. The corn 
is made a summer crop; while the oats goer 
vetch are sown on the land as soon as the 
corn is off. 

The present season having been favor- 
able in the way of rainfall, the oats were 
all up by the first of Decemter. 

WINTER PASTURE. 

Upon 450 acres of the Shoreacres farm 
alfalfa ig produced; the balance of the land 
is devoted to the silage crops already men- 
tioned. After the last cutting of alfalfa is 
off the cows are turned out to pasture it 
until spring.

OUR-FIFTHS of the superficial surface 

of ogee being hilly or mountain- 

ous, it stands to reason that there is 

much farming done upon the hillsides. And 

is a fact that there are vast tracts of hill- 

sides in the State that are successfully cul- 
tivated. 


This farming is also of a general nature. 
In the south we find orchards, vineyards, 
gardens, etc., as well as grain and stock 
farms flourishing on the hillsides.

To work on a side hill farm with a farm 
tractor is a very different proposition. Of 
course the low built tractor is much the 


greater degree of stability. The “track- 
layer” type is an excellent one for this kind 
of dutg: It is claimed for it that it will 
climb a 45 per cent. grade and pull its load 
at the same time. 

Of course in negotiating a hill with a 
farm tractor this fact must be taken into 
consideration—the farm tractor is a posi- 
tive quantity. Its limitations are of an arbi- 
trary nature. 

-With animal power nervous energy is a 
factor. After you think you have got to the 
limit you may possibly, by pounding the 
nags on the back, get “over the top,” by a 
supreme effort on the part of the animals. 

The tractor is different. Put on all your 
power and if that won't do it, it is no use; 
you'll have to give it up. — 

On a piece of hillside land that you know, 
you can gauge your power to a certainty; 
and go through thick and thin. 

But om ground that ‘you are not ac- 
quainted with you neetl to make allowances 
for possible hidden rocks, gravel beds, hard 
pan, etc., and not undertake too much. 

The testimony of a prattical farmer or 
two in the practical working of the farm 
tractor qn hillside propositions may not be 
out of place in this connection. 

George Kinnerly of Antioch, Cal., says: 
“I bad no trouble negotiating the steep hil- 
locks bordering the awales on my ranch.” 

Peter Matten of the same place and who 
operates 800 acres, 100 of .which is hillside 
says: “It has done excellent work on the 
side hills and steep grades. Its performance 
makes a person wonder how it is possible 
to store so much power In a piece of farm 
machinery of that size.”

SAYS TEST INADEQUATE. 
PORTERVILLE.—O. W. Newman, field 
deputy for the State Horticultura] Commis- 
sion, at the close of an investigation made 


here and in other parts of the citrus dis- 
trict, declares conditions are such that a 
change must be made in the State orange 
standardization law. Mr. Newman says the 
peculiar conditions which prevailed this 
season indicate that the 8 to 1 test must be 
modified to include not only a requirement 
of eight parts of sugar to each part of acid, 
but also a color regulation. Concensus of 
opinion among the orange growers is to the 
effect the new regulation should require at 
least 50 per cent. orange color in addition 
to the sugar content, with the proviso that 
no chemical test will be required if the 
fruit is fully colored at the time of being 
picked.

There were for months two small-mouth 
bass and nine large-mouth bass confined in 
the same tank. The smallest of the entire 
party, a smali-mouth bass nine inches long, 
hectored the others continually, and suc 
seeded in keeping an entire half of the tank 
for himself.

In 
an instant a terrific splashing in the water 
indicated another savage battle, but it was 
not of long duration. The snapper, ‘he 
most ferocious among all turtles, went 
down to complete defeat. Not satisfied, the 
little loggerhead attacked the other snap- 
pers, whipped them all one after the other, 
and drove them to one corner of th tank. 
When he had accomplished this feat, the 
audacious victor returned to the large log- 
gerhead, and never rested until his huge 
foe, weakened by loss of blood, crawled into 
a shoal spot, and djed. -

Why the American Cowboy 
Couldn't Use a Buckjump. 


IGHT here Bill illustrated why the 
American cowboy couldn't use the 
buckjump saddle while roping cattle. 

“We must ride free,” said Bill. 

“When we tie onto a steer the pony 
turms and braces to meet the shock. Con 
sequently, we dally onto the horn and 
throw our weight with the pony to help 
him. If we didn’t the pony would be jerked 
off its feet by the superior weight of the 
steer. The hip pads on your Australian 
saddle would make free riding—our style 
—timpossible, and the lack of a horn would 
naturally make roping impossible. So, you 
can see that while the buckjump is abso- 
lutely perfect for the Australian bushmen, 
it is impractical for us as the rope is one 
of the chief necessities of every American 
cowboy’s outfit.” 

Resuming about his saddle Snowy further 
explained: 

“The buckjump has an American cinch 
girth with surcingle, Martingale breast- 
plate and bridle made of plaited kangaroo 
hide, ringed snaffle bit and buckjump 
broken frons. If you fall off your horse, 
these irons open and release. your feet. 
This prevents any chance of being hung in 
the saddle.” ° 

The American saddle has wooden stir- 
ups, however, to which Bill and the punch- 
ers swea allegiance. . 

“Mine for the old ox-bows,” declared Bill. 

Both saddles have side flaps to stop the 
perspiration from soaking through to the 
rider’s clothes. They are called “fenders” 
in cowboy. American saddles are called 
“kacks;” Australian saddles are known as 
“buckjumps.” After all comparisons had 
been made it was unanimously agreed that 
each saddle was perfection itself for the 
country in which it was used 


Australians Use Long Whip 
Instead of Lariat. 


HAT interested Snowy most was rop- 
ing and rope-spinning. Instead of 
the lariat, the “bushmen” use a powerful 
twenty-four foot stock whip which is made 
of plaited kangaroo leather. The Austra- 
lians throw cattle by the tails rather than 
with the rope. One man riding at good

speed twists the steer’s tall so deftly that 
the hind feet are knocked f.om under while 
another rider pounces upon the animal as — 
it struggles on the ground. Of course, the 
whips are used by the “bushmen” only for 
driving purposes, although it is said that 
they can tie a half-hitch around an ani- 
mal’s neck at one crack. 

Being Snowy’s turn to amaze he exhibi- 
ted several whips all made of the beautifu! 
plaited kangaroo leather—twenty-four feer 
in length. The deftness with which he 
cracked the “:nakes” so entranced Pill tha‘ 
he began lessons immediately. Soon the 
cowpunchers were at it and the air was 
so filled with the sharp crackling sounds 
that the noise closely resembled as many 
guns in action. 

Incidentally, at the present writing 
Snowy is on his way back to Australia 
and Bili is still practicing with the whi» 
which the Australian presented to him. 
When Snowy gets back home he is going 
to send Bill a “bushman’s” outfit and a 
Doomerang and everything.

“The stockmen wear their sleeves rolled 
up to the elbows and they never use a

“We only wear a plaited kangaroo hid.

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ASHINGTON (D. C.)—Protection 
from submarines for our Atlantic 

t commerce! 

n .inlandy waterway from the 
harbor of Boston to the mouth of the Rio 
Grande on the Mexican boundary! 

A system of ship canals that will enable 
us to defend our industrial centers east of 
the Alleghanies and preserve the national 
capital free from invasion! . 

This in' a nutshell indicates one of the 
ehief features of after-the-war legislation. 
The subject ig now before Congress. The 
Department of Commerce is tmvestigating 
the matter. The government has already 
acquired some of the links in the chain and 
it is preparing to buy and develop the 
others. 

The scheme is to be known as the Atlan- 
tic intracoastal canal. The upper part of it 
will be first developed and already it is far 
under way. It begins with the Cape Cod 
Canal, a see level ditch less than eight miles 
in length which cuts the Cape Cod Penin- 
sula and thus joins the waters of Cape Cod 
Bay and Buazards Bay, adjacent to Long Is- 
land Sound. This canal has been taken 
over by the United States Railroad Admin- 
istration, and it is to be widened and deep- 
ened so that it will make a short cut for our 


naval vessels from New York to Boston. At. 


the same time it will be the water coal 
chute for a large part of manufacturing 
New England. 


Canal Used to Relieve the 


Congestion of Railroads. 


HE next link is the Delaware and Rari- 

tan Canal, which runs from New York 
Bay to the Delaware River. This also is in 
_ the hands of the government and it will be 
improved to relieve the congestion of the 
railroads from the north to the south. | 

Going southward from the mouth of this 
canal along the Delaware River we pass 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, and then 
come to the Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal, which joins the river with Chesa- 
peake Bay. The canal is le3s than fourteen 
miles long, but it connects bodies of in- 
_ closed water with a shore line equal to half 
the distance between San Francisco and 
Shanghai in China. It unites Baltimore with 
Philadelphia, and by the New Jersey Canal 
above proposed ships can go inland to New 
York and on by way of Cape Cod Canal te 
Boston. 

The government is about to acquire this 
fourteen-mile ditch. It will change it to a 
deep ship canal and improve it so that naval 
vessels coming out of the navy yards at 
Hampton Roads may go inland to the navy 
yards at Philadelphia and on to New York 
and Boston. Submarines and our smaller 
vessels of war can be moved back and 
forth in it, and the size of the waterways 
may be so increased tLat they will be avafl- 
able for our big battleships. 

Other connections and extensions of the 
Atlantic intracoastal canal are the new Erie 
Canal to the Great Lakes recently made by 
New York through an expenditure of more 


than $100,000,000, and the canals going 


south from the lower end of Chesapeake 
Bay from Norfolk to Beaufort, N. C. Still 
farther south is the proposed ship canal 
across Florida, and the one skirting the Gulf 
of Mexico. The latter will touch New Or- 
leans and give protected waterways almost 
all the way to Brownsville at the mouth of 
the Rio Grande and the Mexican boundary. 

A great part of this waterway is along 
the lines of natural depressions; which in 
prehistoric times were under water. This 
is true of the Cape Cod Canal and of the 
line of the proposed New Jersey ship canal. 
It is so also of the route from Chesapeake 
Bay to the Delaware River and of the Dis- 
mal Swamp Canal farther south. The wa- 
terways have been filled up by the rising of 
the earth through thousands; of years, and 
a‘l that is proposed is merely to cut .out 
and restore the old channels. 


Great Saving in Distances 
by Using Waterways. 


HE saving in distance will be great. 

From New York to Boston by way of 
Cape Cod the distance is cut from sixty- 
three to 152 miles for ships going north of 
the cape, and from Philadelphia and Wil- 
mington from sixty-one to 105 miles. The 
saving from Boston to Baltimore is “274 
miles, and from New York to Baltimore 260 
miles. The saving of the water distance 
between Philadelphia and Baltimore will be 
317 miles. This means economizing the 
cost of transportation in all kinds of prod- 


ucts, and also an enormous increase in 
safety by the cutting off of dangerous parts 
of the sea. 

As to the dangers. The route around 
Cape Cod has been responsible for a vast 
number of wrecks. It enables the ships to 
avoid one of the most dangerous parts of 
the coast, including shoals, fogs and fre- 
quent storms. According to officia) records, 
in the twenty-three years beginning with 
1876 there were 687 wrecks on or near Cape 
Cod, involving a loss of over 100 lives and 
property vaiued at over $10,000,000. The 
disasters along the Atlantic seaboard for 
the decade ending 1909 were 5700, and they 
resulted in the loss of more than 2000 lives. 
The destruction of vessels and cargo dur- 
ing that period amounted to more than 
$47,000,000, 


The short-cut to Boston. New York stea 


Let me take the canals in detail and show 
what the government proposes to do. We 
shall start at Cape Cod. If you will look 
at the map of New Englan@ you will see 
that the Cape Cod Peninsula is of the shape 
of a sickle joined te the body of Massachu- 
setts, and that it runs around and almost 
incloses the great Bay of Cape Cod. The 
peninsula is about sixty-five miles in length, 
and, where it joins the mainland, Cape Cod 
Bay and Buzzards Bay are only e(bt miles 
apart. The canal runs from one bay to the 
other, forming a short cut from New York 
to Boston. 


"From deep water to deep water it is thir- 

teen miles long. It is 100 feet wide at the 
bottom, and is practically straight. It is a 
sea-level canal, and ships pass through with- 
out locks. The cutting has been through 
sand and in that respect it compares with 
the Suez Canal rather than Panama. The 
canal belongs to the Boston, Cape Cod and 
New York Canal Company, which claims 
that it has cost over $13,000,000 to build. 
The company ig willing to sell to the gov- 
ernment, but so far the estimates of the 
army engineers are far under that sum. 


Widened and .eepened 
and Toll Removed. 


T PRESENT the Cape Cod Canal is a 

toll canal. If the government buys it, 
it will be freé. It is now a one-way canal, 
but the government plan; include its widen- 
ing to double its size, and increasing the 
depth to thirty feet. This depth would ac- 
commodate 90 per cent. of the coasta)] ship- 
ping around Cape Cod. The enlargements 
will cost something like $5,000,000, 


_ The Cape Cod Canal is being used as a 
coal chute to relieve the congestion of the 
railroads and it is claimed that it can now 
carry 10,000,000 of the 12,000,000 tons of 
coal that are annually carried by water to 
the New England porte north of Cape Cod. 
This coal goes to some of our most thickly 
populated manufacturing districts, including 
woolen and cotton mills, boot and shoe fac- 
tories, munitions plants and electric works. 
The States affected by it produced in 1914 
one-half of the boots and shoes, three- 
eighths of the cotton goods and one-fourth 
of the woolen and wash goods of the 
country. 


The canal would reduce the coast line 
necessary to be protected from submarines 
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mer passing through the Cape Cod Canal, 
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for at least 110 miles, It will, in the opinion 
of Admiral Chester, be almost as valuable. 
as the Kiel Canal) which was built by the 
Germans at a cost of $100,000,000. That 
canal does not reduce the distance between 
the base of the German fleet in the Baltic 
and the North Sea by much more than is 
gained by the Cape Cod Canal, between 
Newport and Boston. ° 

~ Maj.Gen. Wood wants the canal wide 
“enough and deep enough for our largest 
battleships, and says the whole waterway 
should admit the passage of submarines 
from Baltimore to Boston. : 

The canal across New Jersey was opened 
in 1824 and for the last generation or so it 
has been used by the Pennsylvania Rail 
road at a rental of about $2,000,000 a year. 


The Railroad Administration has taken 


charge of it and it is making certain im- 
provements. The War Department project, 
however, ig to cut an entirely new ship 
canal along this route, making a waterway 
from twenty to thirty feet deep from Phila- 
delphia to New York. Some of the army 
engineers have recommended a _ sea-level 
canal of twenty-five feet in depth. Such a 
canal would be one of the chief coal and 
trade routes of the east as well as a great 
military waterway. A twenty-eight-foot 
canal would cost $24,000,000. 


This Canal is Nearly All 
in Little Delaware. 


F EQUAL importance, although of less 

than one-third the length, is the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware Canal. This canal is 
only thirteen and five-eighths miles long, 
and twelve miles of it are in Delaware. It 
is a lock canal only sixty-six feet wide on 
the surface and nine feet in depth. It has 
cost up to date about $4,000,000, and the 
government has taken steps to acquire it. 
The estimates have already been made for 


ite enlargement, and these propose a depth 


of twenty-five feet and a width of 125 feet, 
the whole to cost in the neighborhood of 
$10,000,000. It is a question whether a 
wider and deeper canal would not be better, 
as the one above suggested would not suf- 
fice for battleships. It would be wide 
enough only for light cruisers, submarines 
and torpedo boat destroyers. 

The Chesapeake and Delaware Cana) is 
one of ‘the most interesting of our inland 
waterways. The company that built it was 
incorporated just about the time John 
Adam; was in the White House, but the 
canal was not completed until the first year 
of Andrew Jackson's administration. The 
need of it was appreciated during the War 
of 1812, when the national capital was cap- 
tured by the British and the shores of the 
Chesapeake ravaged by the British feet. 
This canal was of great value during the 
Civil War. 

The Chesapeake and Delaware Canal has 
been operated independent of the railroads. 
A large part of its traffic is anthracite coal, 
‘which goes from the Delaware River te 
Washington, Baltimore and Norfolk, and 
lumber, which comes from the Chesapeake 
Bay and the South through here on its way 
north. The engineers of the War Depart 
ment estimate that a free canal will have 
several million tons of freight per annum.

Felix Agnus made a report to the War De- 
partment that $2,500,000 would be a fair 
price for the property.

Down Through the Dismal 
Swamp Country. 


N CONNECTION with the improvement 

of which I have written will come the 
widening and deepening of the waterways 
which connect the Chesapeake’ Bay with 
Beaufort, N. C. These include the Dis- 
mal Swamp Canal and the Albemarle 
and Chesapeake Canal, which join Chesa- 
peake Bay with Albemarle Sound and Pam- 
Meo Sound, thus giving hundreds of miles 
of inclosed waterway. | am told that the 
Norfolk and Beaufort Canal system can be 
easily dredged, and that there is nothing 
from an engineering standpoint to prevent 
the construction of a ship canal.

The canals now in operation have been in 3 


use for many years. The Dismal Swamp 
Canal was first talked of in 1787, and the 
national government subscribed $200,000 for 
it along in the twenties, The canal was im- 
proved before the Civil War and a good 
y years ago the government recom- 
ed that it be widened and deepened at 
a cost of luss than $2,000,000. This did not 
materialize. This canal has a surface width 
of sixty feet and vessels drawing eight feet 
six inches can pass through it. 
The present project for an inland water- 
way was adopted by Congress in 1912. It 


_ provides for a canal twelve feet deep at low 


water, at an estimated cost of about $5,400,- 
000. Up to the present Congress has appro- 
priated more than oOné-half of this money. 
It has bought the Albemarle and Chesa- 
peake Canal, and is dredging it out to a 
depth of twelve feet. Twenty-six miles of 
channel have been dredged, and this will 
probably be continued, although the canal 
may be widened and deepened. 

The four canals running from North Caro- 
lina to Cape Cod all told are not more tHan 


100 miles long, but they will add more than | 


1000 miles of protected waterways to the 
busiest parts of the industrial East. They 
will connect with the Hudson River and 
Erie Canal, or the New York State Barge 
Canal as it is now called, and thus join the 
Great Lakes by a short water cut to the 
East and the South. In addition to their 
military value they will relieve our railroad 
congestion and have an important part in 
the great manufacturing development, 
which, fostered by the war, is bound to be 
even greater in peace.

E ARE apt to regard the sailor as 

the most superstitious of all 
men. However this may be, the 
railway man is not the least super- 
stitious of all, despite the fact that his call.. 
ing is, compared to that of the sailor's, a 
comparatively new ene. 

In the railway list of superstitions 
thirteen is an ominous figure, as, indeed, it 
is in most callings. It is said that there 
is not in the United States an engine that 
bears that number. No locomotive works 
in this country will put the finishing touches 
on an engine on a Friday or on the 13th of 
the month. Even on rush orders the great 
machines must be made ready for delivery 
on some other day. 

But nine is the number that engineers 
consider even more dangerous than thirteen. 

Another combination of numbers consid- 
_ ered highly unlucky for an engine is 1111, 
“eleventy-leven.” These four ones are re- 
garded with as much disfavor. by all en- 
gineerg as the three nines. 

If an engine behaves well the first time 
out, if her maiden trip when she comes 
fresh from the shops ts smooth and with- 
out mishap, she. is looked upon with 
proval. She is held to be trustworthy as

a well-broken though opirihed horse; but 
when she has her first accident and there- 
after during her entire career the supersti- 


‘tion is that her mishaps will come in groups 


of three. This trilogy of accidents is so 
frequent that it is no wonder that it has be- 
come An almost universal belief. 

Trifling things in railroading are either 
lucky or unlucky. It is bad luck to turn 
an engine to the left when it is backed out 
of the roundhouse and run on the turntable. 
If an engineer or fireman stumbles when 
climbing into or out of his cab, it is con- 
sidered very unlucky. 


It is also unlucky to step to the cab with 
the left foot first. Even if an engineer is 
not superatitious about this, there is a good 
and. practical reason for it. An engineer 
always climbs aboard on the right hand side 
of his locomotive. The chances are that 
he has an oilcan pr a wrench in his left 
hand, and his right instinctively catches 
hold of the grab-iron on that side to lift 
himself up. The right foot as a 
matter of course.

out on the left side of his cab, especially 


when he gets down to oil or tinker with his 
engine. There is a practica] reason for 
this also. The engineer carries his tools 
in his left hand when he is climbing down 
the steps. Therefore the left is the handiest 
side to leave by. it is held to be a sure 
sign of an accident if an engineer happens 
tou get down by the steps on his side of the 
cab. In fact, about the only time he does 
so ig when a wreck seems imminent, and, 
after reversing and setting the brakes, he 
swings himself to the ground. That is why, 
in all probability, this belief had become so 
firmly established. 


What to Do as an Antidote 
for Stumbling. 


* UPERSTITIONS as to stumbling are not 

confined to those who ride on the en- 
If any yard or train hand stubs his 
toe in crossing the track, he is sure to turn 
about and step high over the rail so as to 
obviate any future ill luck. This is espectal- 
ly the case when he trips over a switch 
frog. 


Superstitions of Railroad Men. 


The superstitions of railway men, espe- 
cially engineers, with reference to the moon 
doubtless have some connection with the 


fact that they fear moonlit nights more than 


others. The shadows then are most decep- 


tive. The darker the night the clearer the 
signals shine. It ig a universal custom 
among engineers to be careful to get their 
first glimpse of the new moon over their 
right shoulder, no matter where they may 
be. By some it is considered luckier still 
te see the new moon dead ahead along the 
track, When the new moon occurs on Friday 
there is more than ordinary necessity for 
exercising caution. 

It appears that, in the railway world, 
there are unlucky months as well as un- 
lucky days. September is held to be the 
unluckiest month, for what reason no one 
knows, except that there are supposed to be 
more accidents in that month than any 
other. . 

Engineers as a class carry pocket-pieces— — 
queer coins, stones, or what not, which they 
consider lucky. To lose one of these talis 
mans is a calamity and there have been en- 
gineers who have skipped a run rather than 
te go out in the face of such a warning.

Photographs of a bullet going at a rate of — 
speed less than 1200 feet a second show to 
air waves at all. This is an interesting 
scientific discovery. But anything cutting 
through the atmosphere at a greater rate 
than this disturbs the air to such great ex- 
tent that air waves are formed and can be 
photographed.

How Pig Iron got its Name. 
Why pig fron is so called is a question 
that. would probably stump most persons to 


answer. It has been said that the reason 
is because it bears no resemblance at all 


to pigs and hag no relation to them, This — 


explanation is based on the fact that many 
thifigs are named after absolutely different 
things, apparently for the reason that they 
are so different! Another explanation, 
which does not carry -much enlightenment, 
is that some iron is called pig iron because 
the rough bars or pieces like ingots are 


ealled pigs, but why these rough blocks or 


bars should be called pigs is not explained. 

A veteran workman in an iron foundry 
has given an explanation which seems to 
have the merit of being plausible. He says 
that in the part of the world where he has 
worked nearly all his life, which is the 
Cleveland Hills district in Yorkshire, Eng.., 
iron stone, out of which iron is obtained, 
has a greenish silvery color. Truckloads of 
this ore are dumped into a kiln, where it 
is calcined, and this product, with a propor- 
tion of coke and Hmestone, is then dumped 
into a furnace. Out of this furnace, 
through an opening about ten feet above 
he ground, pours out a steady stream of 
ot liquid, This ig but the dross that rises 
from the molten mass and passes out to 
the slag heap. It is known as slag. In the 
furnace rages a rosy red liquid, the molten 
iron. A hole in the furnace kept sealed 
with fire clay is. opened, and the molten 
iron rushes out. To receive it are numbers 
of little trenches made with river sand. 
There is a main run in the middle an‘ 
smaller ditches (called ‘“‘sows") running off 
from it at right angles. Each “sow” has 
ten tributary little ditches (called “pigs.’’) 
and here the molten iron lies unfil it cools 
into “pig trom 

Why the larger ditches came to be called 
“sows” remains unexplained, but when they 
came to be given that name it is easy to 


- think of the still smaller ditches, lying 


close together in groups of ten, as “pigs.” 
and hence it came ine natural way to cal! 


the iron that lay in the little pig ditches 
“pig iron.”
